SHAKSPEARE, SCOTT, DICKENS, 
AND THACKERAY. 
By Vicror. 


We have recently perused an article in 
the National Magazine, which we 
imagine to have emanated from the pen 
of the editor, Mr. Westland Marston, on 
the genius of Dickens. Mr. Marston is 
himself a writer of much merit ; and we 
are somewhat surprised at his exaggerated 
estimate of the talents of Dickens ~ a man 
of parca ability, but not a prodigy 
at all. 

It is asserted that his humour is ‘ Shaks- 
perian,’ Now, it is in this very quality, 
we may safely maintain, that be is extra- 
vagant and absurd. At the best, Mr. 
Dickens—as a far superior eritic once 
remarked in our hearing—is extremely 
‘charming in extravaganza.’ He is, in 
this respect, a Cruikshank with his pen. 

Thackeray—a grave, wise satirist, is the 





Hogarth of authors ; Scott may be called 
perhaps, in his humourous aspect, the 
Wilkie; but Shakspeare’s humour is 
all his own—wonderful in its depth, its 
accuracy, its profound truth and nature. 
The pathos of Dickens is touching, his 
knowledge of the human heart is above 
mediocrity, his acquaintance with society, 
especially in the case of the middle and 
lower orders, cannot be disputed; but 
where is hisgrasp of intellect, his strength 
of logic, his passion, his power, his elo- 
quence? We unhesitatingly affirm, that 
in all these he is not only inferior to the 
least of those named above, but to two or 
three of less celebrity than any we have 
specified. We suspect that he will rank 
hereafter just one degree above Smollett, 
and below Le Sage. Mr. Marston has 
compare! Dickens with Sir Walter Scott, 
Now we are not blind worshippers of that 
famous novelist, and consider him immea- 
surably below Shakspeare in nearly every- 
thing; but at least Seott had a higher 
aim than Dickens—at least his pictorial 
brilliancy, his’ variety of character, his 
quaint, shrewd humour, his ability to 
sustain interest, must place him many 
degrees above the author of David Cop- 
perfield and ‘Pickwick. As for Shaks- 
peare, his unapproachable greatness still 
throws every other genius into the shade; 
and those who are so blind ‘as to institute 
comparisons, where comparison there is 
none, only excite the smile of thoughtful 
men. ' A fairer comparison might. be 
drawn between Dickens and Thackeray. 
Thackeray has not the im«gination of a 
poet; bnt he is a thinker and a keen 
observer. Dickens has not his irony, his 
polish, his satirical strength, and ability 
to depict the manners of the great; but 
he will sometimes strike a chord that his 
rival can hardly touch. They are neither 
of them sublime; but they are geniuses in 
their way; the onein comedy is like Lis'on 
in his easy and irresistible drollery ; the 
other is more approximating to Keeley 
and the lowest farcical performers, But 
for Heaven’s sake let us hear no more of 
the ‘ Shaksperian’ humour of :Charles 
Dickens; or let the eulogist show cause 
for this unqualified laudation, - 
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(To the Editor of the Theatrical Journal). 

Mr. Epitor,—On Thursday evening 
last, Mr. George Lindley gave his enter- 
tainment, Mary, Queen of Scots, at the 
Marylebone Library and Scientific Insti- 
tution, which I attended, and must say 
derived a ful] two shillings’ worth of 
instruction. The entertainment was in 
the form of a lecture, containing the life 
of that most beautiful, yet unfortunate, 
of human beings, interspersed with songs 
of a very touching character. 

The vocal department was entrusted to 
Miss Clari Fraser and Mr. Winn, the 
former a lady well known, and occupying 
a highly respectable position in the musi- 
cal world, and whose singing I shall not 
attempt to praise, it being totally beyond 
the power of language to do justice to it. 
Mr. Winn was also very good, but lacked 
the fine finish which characterised the 
lady beforenamed. The evening’s amuse- 


ment concluded at 10 o'clock. having 
ovcupied two hours, and a not very nu- 


merous audience appeared in every respect 
recompensed for the trouble of their at- 
tendance. I was glad to observe that the 
lecturer inclined to the side of the Queen, 
and repudiated the base calumnies so often 
urged asa justification for her subsequent 
ill treatment and untimely death.

MR. ROGERS’ CASE. 


(To [the Editor of The Theatrical Journal.) 

Sim,—Permit me, through the medium 
of your journal, to offer a brief remark in 
public upon Mr. Wigan’s letter to the 
Times, in reference to Mr. Rogers’ case 
at Windsor Castle—a copy of which 
appeared in your last number. 

Mr. Wigan there states that had he 
been aware of Mr. Rogers’ intention— 
with regard to the latter gentleman's 
remitting his amount of salary received at 
Windsor Castle to the Lambeth Poor 
Bex, he should have done all in his power 


to dissuade him from such an ‘ exhibition 
of bad taste.’ 

In Mr. C. Kean’s subsequent letter to 
the same journal, offering an explanation 
of the case, he thus concludes, ‘ until I saw 
the paragraph in the newspapers, I was 
not aware that thirteen shillings and four- 
pence was Mr. Rogers’ nightly payment 
at the Olympic.’ 

Surely, to proclaim in so public a man- 
ner, and with so paltry a sneer, the salary 
of a member of his own profession, is an 
exhibition, not only of bad taste, but of 
the worse taste, and shows a want of pro- 
priety, not at all consisteut with a gentle 
man holding the eminent position of Mr.

WESTLAND MARSTON’S PLAYS. 

The author of The Patrician’s Daugh- 
ter, of The Heart and the World, of 
Strathmore, Philip of France, and 
Anne Blake, once more comes before 
us in the shape of a five act play, to which 
we adverted last week, and redeem our 
pledge of saying something more of the 
peculiar merit of 4 Life’s Ransom. 
Mr. Marston, conscious that the age is 
inimical to new tragedies, and that there 
are few actors who are competent to em- 
body such, is willinz that a serious, and 
all but painful, interest, should terminate 
with a harrowing denouement; and 
therefore the end of this drama is satisfac- 
tory. Yet we are by no means sure that 
Mr. Marston’s chief merit in a poetica 
dramatic sense, be not that of exciting 
pity and terror, which of course must reach 
the culminating point in tragedy. The 
last scene of 7he Patrician’s Daughter, 
the death of Strathmore, and that of 
Marie de Meranie are instances of great 
pathos, of exquisite feeling, and even of 
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higher powers in the writer. The charac- 
ter of Lord Revesdale (interpreted by Mr. 
Dillon with considerable talent), is of 
course that which the poet has lavished 
most of his skill upon; the pride, the 
fraternal feeling, the chivalrous courage, 
and the moral heroism of the aristocrat 
being delineated with accuracy, and un- 
doubted dramatic art. Mr. Marston -is 
fortunate in having this rather arduous 
part rendered with so much insight and 
skill as Mr. Dillon evinces, Probably, 
Lord Revesdale would not now find a 
beiter representative than Mr. Dillon; 
though at present we can scarcely rank 
him with the foremost as an a:tor. It is 
beiween the leading artiste of Sadler's 
Wells and Mr. Henry Marston that he 
takes his stand, 

There is a prevalent notion current, we 
may here observe, that the author of 
A Life’s Ransom avd the last-mentioned 
individual are related. if they be not iden- 
tier’. They are both scholars and gen- 
(emen; but there is not the remotest 
shadow of consanguinity between them in 
any other way. 


A Life's Ransom promises to be popu- 
lar, and we earnestly trast it may ; for it 
is the work of one whose mind soars above 
the mere trivialities of the present, and 
deals with principles and with essence. 
Mr. Marston is nearly the only acted 
dramatist whose mind derives its inspira- 
tion from the same source as our con- 
temporary masters of song. Knowles 
belonged to another generation ; Marston 
has the same generic qualities of sensibility 
and tenderness as that fine old veteran of 
dramatic authors, but has specialities of his 
own likewise. Inferior to Knowles in 
breadth, in colour, in ingenuity and manly 
fervour, he has more elegance, more 
speculative philosophy, and more ideality 
and psychological imagination, In con- 
clusion, considering that with the excep- 
tion of Mr. Dillon, the performers in this 
new drama of 4 Life’s Ransom, have no 
particular claim to our consideration. We 
Must own that a piece struggling with 
manifold disadvaotages, must possess in- 
herent vitality of its own, or it would not 


he accepted by the public at a time when 
the very name of High Art is sneered at, 
and people yawn over Shakspeare, if the 
scene painter do not come magnanimenusly 
to the rescue. 

We reiterate our opinion of Mr. Dillon’s 
discrimination and judgment in bringing 
a play before Jus, which may at least be 
ranked with several of our popular 
dramas, and hope to see it more duly 
represented.
